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Population. 

The  population  of  the  district  at  the  census  in  1921  was  8,640. 
At  the  census  of  1911  it  was  8,148.  I pointed  out  last  year  that  I 
considered  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  (7,828)  of  the  population 
was  too  low,  and  that  my  estimate  (9,008)  was  more  likely  to  be  more 
nearly  correct. 

Births. 

The  number  of  births  as  furnished  by  the  Registrar  General  was 
148 — 83  males  and  65  females.  This  gives  an  annual  birth  rate  of 
17*13  per  thousand  of  the  population.  There  were  6 births  less  than 
in  the  previous  year.  The  corresponding  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  15*5.  Eleven  births,  8 males  and  8 females,  were  registered 
as  illegitimate.  The  number  in  1920  was  15. 

Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  residents  of  the  district  was  87 — 36  males 
and  51  females.  This  is  3 more  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  gives 
the  low  death  rate  of  10*07  per  thousand  per  annum  of  the  population. 
The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12*1. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

There  were  10  deaths  under  1 year  of  age  as  compared  with  15  in 
the  previous  year.  Five  of  these  were  in  children  of  premature 
birth  or  congenital  debility.  The  other  causes  of  death  were: — 
Diarrhoea,  2;  Pneumonia,  1;  and  Convulsions,  1. 

Causes  of  Death  at  all  ages. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were: — Heart  Disease,  16;  Cancer, 
9;  Apoplexy,  5;  Pneumonia,  4;  Accidents,  5;  Phthisis  and  other 
Tuberculous  Diseases,  3;  Influenza,  2;  and  Diphtheria,  2. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  in  1921  was  56.  In 
the  previous  year  there  were  50. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  19  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified.  Fourteen  of  these 
were  admitted  to  hospital,  and  there  were  2 deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Twenty-eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified.  The  number 
treated  in  hospital  was  9,  and  there  were  no  deaths.

Enteric  Fever. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  notified. 


Fuerpural  Fever.

Pneumonia. 

Six  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified,  and  there  were  4 deaths.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  County  Council  are  the  authority  under  the  Notification  of 
Births  and  Child  Welfare  Acts  for  the  whole  of  the  District.  I am 
indebted  to  Dr.  Kaye,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the 
arrangements  concerning  these. 

For  Health  Visiting  and  School  Nursing  purposes  the  District  is 
divided  into  6 nursing  areas,  one  area  being  worked  by  a whole-time 
Nurse,  and  the  remaining  5 by  District  Nursing  Associations.  These 
latter  Associations,  in  addition  to  performing  Health  Visiting  and 
School  Nursing  Work  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  undertake  mid- 
wifery and  District  Nursing  Work.

(1)  Tuberculosis. 

The  Local  Authority  does  not  provide  hospitals  for  tuberculosis, 
but  this  class  of  case  is  admitted  to  hospitals  provided  by  the  County 
Council,  none  of  which  are  situated  in  this  district.

The  Small  Pox  Hospital,  situated  in  Killinghall,  is  provided  by 
the  Harrogate  and  Knaresborough  Joint  Isolation  Committee.  It  has 
16  beds.

There  are  no  other  hospitals  in  the  district.  The  hospitals 
available  for  the  district  are  the  General  and  Special  Hospitals  situated 
in  Harrogate,  Leeds,  Bradford,  and  York. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers  and

There  are  no  Institutions  within  the  district  for  unmarried 
mothers  or  illegitimate  infants. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Ambulance  facilities  for  (a)  infectious  cases  are  provided  by 
the  Harrogate  and  Knaresborough  Isolation  Hospital;  ( b ) non- 
infectious  cases,  an  ambulance  (unhorsed)  can  be  borrowed  from  the 
Knaresborough  Union  Hospital. 

Laboratory  Work. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  carry  out  Bacteriological 
examinations  at  their  laboratory  at  Wakefield.  Outfits  are  supplied 
to  medical  men  on  application. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  can  be  obtained  by  medical  practitioners 
for  use  in  necessitous  cases  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  This 
has  only  been  once  applied  for  since  you  decided  to  issue  it  some  years 
ago.

The  thirteen  places  with  public  supplies  have  not  suffered  any 
inconvenience  during  the  year.  The  position  of  the  nine  places 
dependent  upon  wells  has  been  as  below : 

1.  South  Stainley. — Village  spring  varies  very  little. 

2.  Walkingham  Hill-with-Occaney.— Sufficient. 

3.  Farnham. — Sufficient ; very  hard. 

4.  Brearton. — Mostly  sufficient. 

5.  Flaxby.  Mostly  sufficient.  One  well  no  apparent  change ; 

very  hard. 

6.  Feirensby.  Mostly  sufficient.  Public  well  kept  supply,  and 

might  be  much  improved. 

7.  This  is  a parish  at  the  west  side  of  the  district,  hilly  and  of  a 

moorland  character.  Kettlesing  is  the  village,  with  not  more 
than  20  houses.  Some  houses  are  supplied  by  Leeds  Cor- 
poration, for  disturbance  of  wells.  The  district  wells  have 
suffered  considerably  by  the  dry  period. 

8.  Hampsthwaite. — Tbis  village  has  suffered  by  the  drought,  it  is 

entirely  dependent  upon  the  wells,  most  shallow,  and  liable 
to  pollution ; Leeds  water  main  passes  by  near,  and  Harro- 
gate within  2 miles,  with  houses  almost  all  along  the  route. 


The  District  contains  22  Parishes,  with  a total 
acres  and  a population  of  8,143  (1911  census). 

Ten  Parishes— Bilton,  Burton  Leonard,  Follifoot, 
Goldsborough,  Haverah  Park,  Killinghall, 
Knaresborough  Outer,  Pannal,  Scriven,  and 
Starbeck — have  public  supplies,  and  the  area 
of  these  districts  contains  

Three  Parishes— Nidd,  Plompton,  and  Ripley— 
have  private  supplies 

Nine  Parishes  depend  on  Wells 
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9.  Scotton. — The  village  contains  73  houses  and  38  wells,  shallow 
(with  the  exception  of  a few),  and  liable  to  contamination ; 
many  have  failed — 1 deep  well,  and  9 others — representing 
24  houses.  This  village  and  Hampsthwaite  are  in  need  of 
an  improved  water  supply,  either  by  public  supplies  or  im- 
proved wells,  and  both  are  in  need  of  improved  drainage.
